ochool Book Depository on Uovsaber 22, 1965. hulls were picked 

up by Betoctivs r.. H. Oias and Lioutanant -J. G. D^-y and placed in an 
envelope. Detsobive ?.. 1. Jtudebaker was also present. The envelope 
v;as aariced and dated by Sins and ?5ay. Oetaotlva Oiaa took the hulls 
after they were checked for fingeri-rints by Day. ihe third hull, 
ooiiKiiission number 3^3i was later released directly to the 1/BI b.y- the 
Dallas Police Departiaent Homicide Division. At 10:00 f.I'I. iiovaaber 
22, 1953, Detective C. II. Dhority brou ,ht the three hulls in the. nark- 
ed envelope back to Lieutenant Bay in the Identification Bureau office 
to recheck for prints. Dhority retained one hull, coromission number 
545 and left the other two, comjnision numbers 5*5, 5** along v;ith the 
envelope vri.th me to be sent to the 1?BI. Yince Drain, FBI agant, took 
custody at 11:45 A.M. the same day. './hen I appeared before the coia- 
laission April 22, 19&*) I could not fina my name on one of the hulls, 
Identified as comraission number 5*3, and thou;;;ht this v/as the hull 
that had been retained by Dhority. On June 8, lOoA-, the three hulls, 
commission nizmbers 5*3» S**. and 5*5» were back in Dallas and were 
e-amined by Captain 1. 11. Dougbty and myself at the local FBI office. 
Close examination •wri-ch 'a magnifyins glass under a good light disclosed 
that my name "Day" vws on all three hulls, at the small end. Also GD 
for Captain. Georse Doughty v;a3 on two of them. Commission numbers 5*3 
and 5^4- were the first tv;o sent to '.•/ashinston on ilovembar 22, 1953 • 
■^'hey have Doughty' s initials where he marked the hulls as they were 
released to Vince Drain at 11:45 P.M. on November 22, 19S3 by Dougbty 
and Day. The third hull, commission number 5*5, does not have Doughty 
mark, but is plainly marked "Bay", m Washington, I had numbers 5*3 
and 545 svfitohed bocausa I didn' b_find ay name on nu.foer 5*3- I can 
idenbify comaaission numbers 543, >44, and 545 from my name on them, ,n
